The  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  respectfully  make  report 
of  the  doings  of  the  Department  of  the  Poor,  during  the  year  1866. 

By  the  census  of  the  House,  it  appears,  that  there  has  been  maintained, 
at  the  Alms-House,  during  the  year  1866,  an  average  population  of  3015 
persons  of  all  ages,  the  greatest  number  (3552.)  being  in  the  House  on 
the  14th  day  of  February,  and  the  smallest  number  (2822,)  on  the  22d  day 
of  September. 

The  number  of  Paupers  in  the  Alms-House  continues  to  increase  with 
the  population  of  the  city.

Owing  to  the  want  of  a  House  of  Correction,  a  large  per  centage  of 

those  in  the  House  should  not  justly  be  considered  as  of  the  deserving 

poor,  but  should  be  classed,  treated  and  punished  as  vagrants.  It  is  in 

this  class  of  the  inmates,  and  in  the  class  treated  in  the  Obstetrical  and 
Venereal  Wards  of  the  Hospital,  that  the  increase  mainly  exists. 

The  poor  who  are  reared  amongst  us  do  not  exhibit  any  increase  as 
paupers.  This,  no  doubt,  arises  from  a  better  opportunity  for  the  education 
of  the  children  of  the  masses  of  the  people,  and  thus  the  existence  of  a 
more  general  feeling  of  self-respect,  resulting  from  their  training  and 
education  in  the  public  schools.  We  rarely  find  a  person,  man  or  woman, 
of  good  stamina,  born  in  the  city,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools,  who  is 
willing  to  degrade  him  or  herself  and  become  a  pauper  for  life.  We  would  not 
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say  that  there  are  no  such  cases ;  but  we  do  say,  that  such  cases  are  rare  excep¬ 
tions,  and  those  found  in  the  House,  who  claim  a  birth-right  here,  are  gener¬ 
ally  of  weak  mental  or  physical  power,  or  subject  to  chronic  disease,  Demen¬ 
tia  or  Insanity,  in  its  various  phases,'  or  other  causes  over  which  they  have 
had  no  control,  but  which  has  placed  them  in  a  very  low  scale  of  existence. 
Professional  pauperism,  as  we  see  it  exhibited  by  those  who  come  amongst  us 
from  other  lands,  has  so  far  taken  no  root  here.  The  erection  of  a  House  of 
Correction,  of  proper  capacity,  ought  to  take  from  the  Alms-House  from 
800  to  1000  of  its  population,  leaving  the  old  and  superannuated  men  and 
women,  the  diseased,  the  insane,  the  idiots  and  epileptics,  the  sick,  the 
children,  and  the  other  waifs  of  humanity  who  are  thrown  on  our  care.  It 
is  our  earnest  hope  and  prayer  that  the  city,  through  its  constituted  au¬ 
thorities,  will  take  action  in  the  matter,  and  do  now  what  ought  to  have 
been  done  long  before  this,  provide  a  place,  so  that  the  Alms-House  shall 
be  no  longer  crowded  with  drunken  vagrants  and  others,  who  should  be 
removed  to  a  House  of  Correction,  and  there  receive  the  punishment 
they  so  justly  deserve. 

During  the  last  summer  we  had  in  the  Institution  a  few  cases  of  Cholera 
(the  treatment  and  results  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Reports  of  the 
Hospital  Committee).  Having  given  much  attention  to  the  disease,  we 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  arises  almost  entirely  from  miasmatic 
causes,  personal  uncleanliness,  and  want  of  attention  to  the  laws  of  life, 
and  with  proper  care  it  is  not  to  be  feared.  With  the  exception  of  two 
nurses,  no  person  in  any  way  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
House  became  sick  from  that  cause,  during  the  prevalence  of  the  disease. 

The  ample  provision  made  by  the  City  for  the  relief  of  the  out-door 
poor,  has  been  guarded,  and  carefully  distributed,  by  the  several  visitors 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  whilst  there  no  doubt  has 
been  much  suffering  amongst  the  lower  classes,  after  a  special  and  a  close 
investigation  into  the  various  cases  that  have  come  to  our  knowledge, 
we  almost  invariably  found  that  their  suffering  has  arisen  from  depravity, 
drunkenness,  and  laziness,  and  that  the  suffering  falls  mainly  on  the  women 
and  the  children.  The  charity  of  the  city  will  not  be  extended  to  those 
who  persist  in  loathsome  vice  and  depravity;  they  are  the  fit  subjects  for 
criminal  discipline,  and  to  which  they  must  be  subjected. 

The  Reports  of  the  several  committees  and  officers  are  full,  and  are 
hereto  annexed,  and  to  which,  for  details,  we  respectfully  refer.

Of  the  amount  expended  by  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  from  the  year  1858  to  18G6  inclusive,  with  prices  of  the  different  articles 
(herein  enumerated)  purchased  during  the  same  period;  together  with  a  statement  of  per  centage  of  cost,  based  upon  the  nett  annual 
expenses  of  the  house. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  STEWARD  OF  THE  ALMSHOUSE. 


To  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  custom,  I  herewith  submit  my 
“  Annual  Report,”  for  the  year  1866,  showing  the  condition  of  the 
Institution  for  the  past  year,  and  the  necessary  requirements  for  the 
present. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  steam  was  introduced  in  the  Men’s  Out- 
Wards,  which  work  is  now  completed;  also  the  extension  of  the  pipes 
in  the  Old  Women’s  Asylum,  Nurseries,  &c.,  giving  entire  satisfaction. 
The  whole  building  (attics  excepted,)  is  now  heated  by  steam,  and  in 
good  order. 

All  the  culverts  running  through  the  yards  have  been  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  repaired,  and  the  old  out-houses  removed. 

W  ater  Closets  have  been  erected  on  a  new  and  improved  plan,  in  new 
buildings,  with  heat  introduced  to  prevent  any  injury  arising  from  frost. 

Several  Water  Closets  have  also  been  placed  in  the  Men’s  Insane 
Department;  but  an  addition  of  four  more  on  each  of  the  floors  is  still 
required.  The  material  requisite  for  the  same  is  on  hand,  and  the  work 
will  be  completed  without  unnecessary  delay. 

The  Wards  in  the  Institution  have  been  much  improved,  by  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  new  method  of  ventilation  (as  furnished  by  the  Committee 
on  Heating,  &c.,)  by  which,  it  appears,  all  the  foul  air  and  hospital  odor 
peculiar  to  the  sick,  is  expelled,  thus  rendering  the  atmosphere  much 
more  agreeable  and  beneficial  to  both  invalids  and  attendants. 

It  is  not  requisite  for  me  to  make  any  very  extended  remarks  on  the 
subject  of  Heating  and  Ventilating,  or  Culverting,  as  the  report  of  the 
Committee  will  give  a  full  explanation  of  all  matters  connected  therewith. 

Considerable  improvements  are  going  on  in  the  yards  at  the  present 
time,  such  as  new  fencing,  grading,  &c.,  with  no  expense  to  the  Institution 
other  than  the  cost  of  material. 

I  think  it  is  required,  and  would  advise,  the  building  of  a  Blacksmith 
Shop,  Tool-house,  and  Wood-house,  &c.,  all  under  one  roof,  in  the  yard  of 
the  men’s  out-wards,  on  the  line  of  the  fence  of  factory  yard,  and  against 
the  fence  wall  of  the  hospital,  which  would  obviate  the  necessity  of 
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building  a  Soap-house,  as  the  present  smith-shop  could  then  be  used  for 
the  manufacturing  of  soap.  A  building  30  feet  by  IS  feet,  one  story 
high,  would  answer  the  purpose. 

It  is  very  requisite  that  a  Water  Closet  should  be  constructed  in  the 
Colored  Nursery. 

There  being,  in  all  probability,  the  required  amount  of  appropriation 
for  repairs,  to  warrant  the  expense  of  painting  the  Men’s  Out-Wards 
(parts  of  which  have  never  received  a  second  coat,)  I  therefore  would 
again  call  your  attention  to  the  matter.  Fencing  and  other  repairs  are 
also  needed  on  the  farm. 

The  health  of  the  Institution  the  past  year,  will  bear  comparison  with 
the  previous  twelve  months — the  existence  of  the  Typhoid  and  Typhus 
fevers,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  excepted,  and  also  the  prevalence  of 
the  Cholera,  each  of  which  made  our  mortality  much  larger  thau  usual. 
The  report  of  the  Recording  Clerk  will  give  particulars. 

In  relation  to  the  Cholera,  I  wish  to  state,  that  in  the  preparations 
made  by  having  all  the  sinks  and  culverts  cleansed,  and  the  wards  and 
cellars  whitewashed  throughout,  and  by  the  introduction  of  the  present 
system  of  ventilation  and  heating,  we  were  enabled,  with  Providential 
assistance,  to  impede  the  progress  of  the  epidemic.

At  tlie  request  of  the  Committee  in  charge  of  this  department,  I  have 
recently  made  a  thorough  examination  of  all  the  patients  now  in  the 
Insane  Department  of  the  Alms-House,  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  their 
mental  and  physical  condition,  place  of  birth,  their  age,  former  condition, 
and  present  tendencies,  how  long  each  has  been  in  the  House,  where 
they  came  from  and  by  whom  sent;  also,  as  to  whether  they,  respectively, 
have  relatives  or  friends  who  visit  them,  and  if  so,  how  often,  and  where 
they  reside,  and  whether  there  is  any  person  or  persons  properly  chargea¬ 
ble  for  their  support,  and  whether  there  are  any  family  means  which  should 
be,  and  are  not,  applied  for  their  comfort  and  maintenance;  in  short,  to 
prepare  a  Eecord  History  of  each  patient  in  the  Insane  Asylum,  and 
hereafter  to  keep  such  Eecord  up  for  future  use.  Although,  from  the 
large  number  of  patients  (about  570  in  the  House,)  a  somewhat  laborious 
and  difficult  task,  it  has  been  attempted,  and,  in  most  of  the  cases,  fully 
accomplished.  The  information  obtained,  and  developments  unfolded, 
are,  in  many  cases,  exceedingly  curious,  and  will  be  of  great  value  and 
service,  not  only  in  the  treatment  of  the  several  patients  themselves,  but 
to  prevent,  in  some  few  instances,  gross,  wrong  and  injustice,  as  well  on 
persons  who  have  been  placed  under  our  care,  as  on  the  city,  on  which 
has  been  thrown,  for  care  and  support,  many  insane  and  otherwise  diseased 
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persons,  who  are  justly  chargeable  to  their  relatives,  or  to  other  communi¬ 
ties,  to  which  they  more  properly  belong.  This  Record,  as  further  infor¬ 
mation  is  obtained,  will  be  constantly  added  to,  and  made  as  perfect  as 
possible. 

It  is  with  the  profoundest  thanks  that  I  acknowledge  the  invaluable  aid 
rendered  me  in  this  work  by  my  gentlemanly  and  very  efficient  assistant, 
Dr.  S.  S.  Stryker. 

Changes  have  recently  been  made  in  the  House  favorably  affecting  the 
Hy  giene  of  the  Institution ;  I  speak  now  of  the  heating  and  ventilation. 
To  one  familiar  with  the  cold,  offensive  atmosphere  of  the  entire  In¬ 
stitution,  during  the  winters  of  1858,  ’59,  and  ’60,  the  change  for  the 
better  is  markedly  perceptible.  Medical  and  scientific  gentlemen  who 
have  visited  and  examined  the  arrangements,  concur  with  me  in  the 
merits  of  the  plan,  as  the  best,  if  not  the  very  best  now  in  use,  for  the 
purposes  intended. 

I  would  also  speak  of  the  changes  made  in  the  yards,  and  the  opening 
of  the  large  yard  at  the  western  side  of  the  House,  giving  a  space  of  some 
66  feet  eastward  and  westward  hy  about  675  feet  northward  and  southward, 
for  the  use  of  the  women  patients,  affording  a  pleasant  range  for  exercise 
and  recreation,  much  of  it  under  shade.  This  will  be  of  use  and 
advantage — and  I  would  suggest  the  opening  and  appropriation  of  the 
enclosed  yard  extending  along  the  south-east  end  of  the  Building  for  the 
Insane,  and  of  the  wall  enclosing  the  men’s  yard.  It  would  afford  a  large 
space  for  exercise  and  air  for  the  more  quiet  and  tractable  of  the  male 
patients. 

Much  good  would  be  accomplished,  if  all  the  epileptics,  not  insane , 
could  he  transferred  to  the  Hospital  proper.  Many  of  those  thus  affected, 
not  insane ,  are  in  perpetual  dread  that  they  will  be  overtaken  by  the  same 
misfortune.  And  when  the  Physician  is  asked,  “Must  I  he  crazy  too, 
Doctor,  because  I  have  fits,”  he  feels  no  little  concern  that  such  may  be 
the  case,  unless  they  are  removed  from  those  afflicted  with  insanity. 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pearson  and 
the  kind  friends  who  aid  him,  hy  singing  and  sacred  music  in  the  Sunday 
afternoon  services.  The  soothing  influence  of  religious  services  and 
music  are  frequently  manifested  in  melancholic  and  insane  patients,  and 
as  a  curative  means  cannot  be  dispensed  with.  May  Glod  bless  them  and 
warm  their  hearts  to  a  continuance  of  the  fulfilment  of  the  command 
of  the  Divine  Master,  “  As  ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do 
ye  even  so  to  them.” 

The  subject  of  Insanity  has  always  been  of  deep  interest  to  me,  and, 
when  here  before,  my  desire  and  earnest  endeavor  was  to  search,  and 
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become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  disease,  in  all  its  various  phases 
and  peculiarities.  Your  recent  call  on  me  to  take  charge  of  this  Institu¬ 
tion  (after  an  absence  of  some  seven  years  in  charge  of  an  extensive  and 
prosperous  Medical  Institution,)  will  enable  me  to  pursue  the  subject  with 
increasing  zeal  and  ability ;  and,  when  I  reflect  on  the  kind  manner  of 
my  election,  I  feel  that  I  should  doubly  appreciate  the  honor  conferred  on 
me,  and  leave  no  proper  means  untried  to  meet  and  fulfil  your  anticipa¬ 
tions.

Philadelphia,  January,  1867. 

To  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  the  Relief  and  Employment  of  the 
Poor : 

Gentlemen  : — -As  Out-Door  Agent,  having  charge  of  the  City  Office, 
I  respectfully  report  that  the  usual  number  of  applications  for  advice  and 
relief  have  been  made  during  the  year,  ending  December,  1866. 

In  that  time  I  have  had  issued  seven  hundred  and  twenty  nine  warrants, 
in  Support  and  Bastardy  cases,  and  attended  to  having  them  prosecuted 
in  Court. 

I  have  also  had  issued,  in  that  time,  fifteen  warrants  of  seizures,  which 
I  also  had  prosecuted  in  Court. 

I  have  collected  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  during  the  year :

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HEATING  &  VENTILATION. 


The  Committee  on  Heating  and  Ventilation  respectfully  report: 

That  in  18G2  they  were  appointed  to  improve,  if  practicable,  the  Heating 
and  Ventilation  of  the  Hospital  and  Insane  Departments  of  the  Alms¬ 
house. 

As  we  propose  to  speak  of  the  heating  first,  it  may  he  well  to  describe 
the  condition  of  those  two  departments  in  that  respect:  they  were  both 
very  imperfectly  warmed  from  large  air  chambers  in  which  coils  of  steam 
pipes  were  placed,  several  of  the  Wards  from  the  same  chamber :  to  keep 
the  patients  at  all  comfortable,  many  stoves  had  to  be  used  in  these  apart¬ 
ments.  The  boilers  for  steam  were  the  old  cylinder  pattern,  and  placed  so 
low  in  the  cellars  under  these  two  buildings  that  water  stood  beneath  them 
most  of  the  time— the  draft  was  also  buried  and  of  course  very  wet,  and  at 
times  scarcely  any  steam  could  be  made — the  fire  and  draft  being  embar¬ 
rassed  by  the  production  of  steam  outside  of  the  boilers. 

Other  parts  of  the  Almshouse  were  poorly  heated  by  stoves,  consuming 
altogether  a  very  large  amount  of  fuel.  Application  was  made  by  the  Board 
to  Councils  for  an  appropriation  to  effect  some  of  the  needed  improve¬ 
ments:  in  1863  a  small  sum  was  granted,  the  old  steam  boilers  and  steam 
pipes  were  extensively  repaired,  the  boilers  and  draft  were  elevated  about 
eighteen  inches  from  their  buried  position;  thus  getting  clear  of  the  water 
and  rendering  them  much  more  efficient :  other  improvements  were  also 
made. 

About  this  period  a  number  of  very  serious  and  fatal  accidents  occurred 
by  the  explosion  of  steam  boilers  situated  in  buildings  as  ours  were.  This, 
together  with  the  defective  heating  arrangements  then  in  use,  induced  the 
Guardians  to  ask  Councils  for  a  further  sum,  to  remove  the  boilers  from 
their  dangerous  position  under  the  buildings,  and  to  change  the  whole  plan 
of  heating  and  ventilation  throughout  the  Almshouse.  Accordingly,  in 
1864,  an  appropriation  was  made:  four  new  tubular  boilers  were  procured, 
and  placed  in  a  building  already  erected  in  the  centre  of  the  hollow  square 
of  the  Almshouse.  The  old  boilers  were  removed  and  exchanged  for 
new:  improved  hot  air  chambers  were  built  under  the  men’s  hospital  and 
the  Insane  Department,  each  ward  having  its  own  particular  air  chamber, 
and  independent  flues  for  hot  and  cold  air;  steam  pipes  were  placed  in  the 


Women’s  Out-Wards  for  direct  radiation,  also  into  the  lodge,  the  store,  the 
halls,  and  in  some  of  the  wards  of  the  Insane  Department,  so  that  by  the 
winter  of  1864  and  1865  all  these  Departments  were  satisfactorily  heated 
by  steam. 

In  1865  the  City  Councils  granted  a  further  sum,  at  the  solicitation  of 
the  Board  of  Guardians,  to  continue  the  improvements.  Two  more  tubular 
boilers  were  purchased  and  placed  in  the  centre  building,  air  chambers 
were  built  under  the  Children’s  Asylum,  steam  pipes  and  the  fittings  were 
procured  and  put  in  them,  coils  of  pipe  for  direct  radiation  were  placed  in 
various  parts  of  the  building,  so  that  by  the  winter  of  1865  and  1866 
the  Children’s  Asylum  was  successfully  and  satisfactorily  heated  by  steam  to 
the  increased  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

As  nothing  had  yet  been  done  to  remodel  the  heating  arrangements  in 
the  Women’s  Hospital  and  the  Men’s  Out-Ward,  Councils  were  requested  to 
furnish  the  means  which  they  did  in  1866:  from  the  Women’s  Hospital 
the  old  defective  air  chambers  were  removed  and  replaced  by  much  im¬ 
proved  ones,  the  old  steam  pipes  were  repaired  and  new  pipes  and  fittings 
were  procured,  steam  was  introduced  into  the  Men’s  Out-Ward,  for  direct 
radiation  ;  thus  thoroughly  warming  those  two  departments,  and  at  the 
present  time  the  whole  of  the  extensive  buildings  of  the  Almshouse  are 
satisfactorily  heated  by  steam.  It  may  be  proper  here  to  state,  that  in 
order  to  secure  the  most  perfect  draft  for  the  steam  boilers,  a  large  chimney 
was  built  in  close  proximity  to  them,  the  draft  from  the  boilers  to  the 
stack  being  entirely  above  ground. 

THE  VENTILATION. 

When  your  Committee  was  appointed,  all  parts  of  the  Almshouse 
were  imperfectly  ventilated,  the  Hospital  and  Insane  Departments  by  con¬ 
nections  with  a  large  chimney  in  each,  but  which  we  found  nearly  or  quite 
useless  for  the  purposes  intended,  and  the  alterations  necessary  to  be  made 
in  removing  the  boilers  from  the  buildings  required  the  plan  of  ventilation 
to  be  entirely  changed  ;  in  other  departments  there  was  no  ventilation  ex¬ 
cept  by  the  doors  or  windows,  with  the  exception  of  an  occasional  fire¬ 
place  in  some  of  the  wards. 

As  the  warm  air  was  introduced  into  the  different  apartments  by  our 
improvements,  an  independent  flue  for  ventilation  was  erected  in  each,  ex¬ 
tending  through  the  roof,  and  thus  the  egress  of  foul  air  could  not  be 
interfered  with  by  connection  with  other  wards.  This  has  been  found  to  be 
a  very  important  condition.  In  the  flues  in  the  Hospital  openings  near  the 
ceiling  and  near  the  floor  were  made  with  a  register  in  each.  In  using  them, 
it  was  soon  discovered,  that  if  the  floor  openings  were  closed,  and  the  ceiling 
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registers  opened,  the  wards  beeame  foul  and  the  temperature  lower.  On 
the  contrary,  by  closing  the  apertures  near  the  ceiling  and  opening  the 
registers  near  the  floor,  the  thermometer  at  once  indicated  increased  warmth, 
and  the  wards  were  directly  cleared  of  all  offensive  odor.  This  experi¬ 
ment  having  been  fully  tested  and  always  with  the  same  result,  the  use  of 
the  upper  ventilator  was  entirely  dispensed  with.  In  all  other  parts  of  the 
Almshouse  the  same  general  plan  has  been  followed.  In  those  wards 
which  are  heated  by  direct  radiation  from  steam  pipes  or  stoves,  openings 
near  the  floor  have  been  made  into  flues  extending  through  the  roof,  so 
that  the  nurseries,  outwards,  &c.,  are  at  all  times  free  from  any  unpleasant 
effluvium. 


THE  CHOLERA. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  breaking  out  of 
Cholera  at  the  Almshouse  the  present  year,  and  to  the  apparent  effect, 
under  the  blessing  of  a  kind  Providence  produced  by  thorough  ventilation 
from  the  floor,  in  its  prevention  and  final  disappearance  from  the  Institu¬ 
tion.  The  disease  first  attacked  four  patients  and  a  nurse  in  one  of  the 
wards  of  the  Women’s  Hospital,  which  ward,  upon  close  examination,  was 
found  to  be  imperfectly  ventilated.  This  was  at  once  remedied,  after  which, 
there  were  no  more  cases  in  the  Hospital. 

In  the  Insane  Department  for  females,  the  Cholera  occurred  in  several 
of  the  wards.  These  were  ventilated  by  the  old  plan  from  the  ceiling,  or  by 
windows  and  doors.  The  ventilation  in  this  Department  was  not  yet  per¬ 
fected,  but  on  the  appearance  of  the  disease  strong  efforts  were  immediately 
made  to  push  it  forward,  and  it  is  a  remarkable  fact,  that  as  soon  as  a 
thorough  ventilation  from  the  floor  was  established,  the  Cholera  disappeared 
from  the  institution.  It  maybe  proper  here  to  remark,  that  heat  was  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  wards  about  two  hours  daily  during  the  prevalence  of  the 
disease,  and  it  is  also  worthy  of  note,  that  in  no  part  of  the  Almshouse, 
although  crowded,  was  there  any  Cholera  where  the  ventilation  from  the 
floor  was  thoroughly  perfected,  and  we  would  further  state,  that  since  it  has 
been  fully  established  no  case  of  fever  or  dysentery,  and  very  few  of  ery¬ 
sipelas  or  gangrene  have  originated  in  the  Hospital,  or  any  part  of  the 
House,  and  those  patients  brought  from  the  city  with  these  diseases 
mostly  soon  recovered,  and  the  health  of  the  inmates  is  at  this  time 
excellent. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  ventilation  of  the  Almshouse  in  all 
the  wards  is  so  perfect  that  rarely  any  Hospital  smell  or  offensive  odor 
can  be  perceived  in  passing  through. 
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In  prosecuting  these  extensive  and  important  improvements  we  feel  in¬ 
debted  to  Marshall  Henszey,  our  able  steward,  who  has,  in  addition  to  his 
other  weighty  duties,  given  much  time  and  attention  in  carrying  out  the 
plans  proposed.  We  are  also  pleased  to  make  mention  of  the  services  ren¬

Note. — The  above  Report  having  been  read  at  the  Board  of  Guardians,  it  was 
published,  and  attracting  attention,  several  gentlemen,  interested  in  sucli 
matters,  amongst  whom  was  Professor  Morton,  Secretary  of  the  Franklin 
Institute,  visited  the  House,  and  more  particularly  the  Hospitals,  for  their 
personal  examination.  The  result  of  Professor  Morton’s  visit  is  published  in 
the  Journal  of  the  Franklin  Institute,  January  Number,  1867,  an  extract  from 
which  is  hereto  appended : — 

‘•We  there  see,  that  the  ventilation  being  secured  by  special  flues  open¬ 
ing  from  the  lower  part  of  the  various  rooms,  and  in  each  case  inde¬ 
pendent,  all  offensive  odor  is  avoided,  the  average  health  of  the  inmates 
decidedly  improved,  and  in  the  case  of  the  cholera,  and  fever,  a  marked 
check  was  given  to  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  a  speedy  recovery 
effected  in  those  attacked. 

The  exact  arrangement  employed,  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  cuts. 

“The  first  represents  one  side  of  a  room,  showing  the  opening  for  the 
introduction  of  hot  air  at  A.  The  flue  by  which  this  comes  up,  is  here 
abruptly  shut  off,  and  the  ventilating  flues  having  openings  at  n  and  c, 
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pass  up  through  the  sides  of  the  mantel-piece,  and  uniting  above,  pass  out 
through  the  roof  by  the  upper  portion  of  the  regular  flue  or  chimney. 
The  second  cut  shows  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted  in  the  corridors 

and  stairways,  where  spe¬ 
cial  flues  have  been  con¬ 
structed.  [On  the  occasion 
of  a  late  visit  paid  by  the 
Secretary,  to  the  building 
above  named,  in  company 
with  Messrs.  Geo.  Erety 
and  L.  W.  Leeds,  the  re¬ 
sults  observed  were  of  the  most  surprising  and  satisfactory  description.] 
Rooms  entirely  closed  and  occupied  by  many  persons,  being,  by  means  of 
the  arrangements  above  described,  kept  in  a  remarkably  fresh  and  inoffen- 
sive  condition. 

“  The  philosophy  of  this  method  and  its  relative  efficiency  is,  we  think, 
easily  explained.  The  warm  air  driven  into  the  rooms  by  the  heating  ap¬ 
paratus  is,  of  course,  pure;  it  equally,  of  course,  rises  on  entering  the 
apartment,  and  fills  its  upper  portion.  If  it  be  there  allowed  to  escape  by 
a  ventilator  near  the  ceiling,  it  passes  out  again  without  having  much  effect 
upon  the  mass  of  air  in  the  room,  which  remains  stagnant,  unchanged,  and 
becomes,  by  the  use  of  the  inmates,  very  impure.  If,  however,  the  only 
outlet  be  at  the  floor,  it  is  the  colder  air  which  has  been  longest  in  the  room 
which  goes  out,  the  fresh,  warm  air  gradually  taking  its  place,  and  thus  a 
regular  and  complete  displacement  and  circulation  is  effected,  by  which 
means,  a  warmer  temperature  is  secured  with  an  equal  supply  of  hot  air, 
and  the  various  advantages  already  enumerated  are  obtained. 

“  Such  a  view  as  above,  we  think,  fairly  expresses  the  actions  concerned, 
without  any  regard  to  the  effects  which  are  sometimes  imagined  to  result 
from  the  great  density  of  carbonic  acid,  which,  owing  to  the  very  dilute 
condition  in  which  that  gas  is  expired  from  the  lungs,  and  the  rapidity 
with  which  it  diffuses  in  the  surrounding  air,  ai’e  incapable  of  producing 
any  practical  influence  in  the  present  relation.  The  question,  we  believe, 
is  not  which  part  of  the  air  is  taken  out,  but  how  to  change,  in  a  regular 
and  continuous  manner,  the  entire  mass  of  air.  Similar  results  to  those 
mentioned  in  the  above-named  report  were  observed  in  the  case  of  the 
New  York  Poorliouse,  on  Blackwell’s  Island,  where  the  cholera,  after 
showing  itself  with  great  virulence  at  first,  (some  one  hundred  cases  at  a 
time,)  was  entirely  extirpated  in  five  days  by  a  judicious  system  of  venti¬ 
lation,  combined  with  corresponding  treatment,  such  as  exercise  in  the 
open  air  and  the  like.” 
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REPORT  OF  RECORDING  CLERK. 


Philadelphia,  January  12th,  1867. 
To  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital : 

Gentlemen  :  In  conformity  with  my  duty  as  Recording  Clerk,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  the  Hospital  for  1866. 

During  the  year,  five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty  (5,940)  patients 
were  treated;  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  sisty-three  (4,163)  were 
cured;  seven  hundred  and  fourteen  (714)  died;  and  five  hundred  and 
seventy-two  remain  under  treatment. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-three  (263)  women  were  confined,  giving  birth 
to  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  (264)  children.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
one  of  which  were  males,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-three  (143)  were 
females. 

Fifty-five  (55)  of  these  confinements  were  colored  women,  which  is  an 
increase  of  twenty  (20)  more  than  last  year,  and  lacking  but  one  of 
being  double  the  number  confined  in  1864. 

The  mortality  the  present  year,  is  fifty-eight  (58,)  greater  than  last  year, 
and  one-hundred  and  eighty-two  (182)  more  than  the  preceding  year. 

This  increase  is  chargeable — First,  to  Cholera ,  and  second  to  the  large 
number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis ,  from  which  alone  there  was  one  hundred 
more  deaths  than  in  1864,  and  twenty -two  more  than  1865.  This  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  is  probably  due  to  the  present  high 
rate  of  living,  which  has  driven  many  patients  (in  the  last  stage  of  the 
disease,)  into  the  Hospital,  that  three  years  since  would  have  been  allowed 
to  die  at  home.  Deducting  the  excess  of  deaths  from  these  two  causes, 
and  we  have,  a  per  centage  of  mortality  T-J  y  greater  than  in  1864,  and 
less  than  in  1865. 

The  per  centage  mortality  of  phthisis  in  1864  was  47  ,‘y  ;  in  1865,  51  ,s(5, 
and  in  1866  it  was  61T20. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  nothing  peculiar  in  diseases  exhibited 
itself.  Typhus  fever  existed  in  the  house ;  but,  at  no  time  did  it  prevail 
epidemically. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  Hospital  in  the  best  hygienic  con¬ 
dition  possible. 

The  Committee  on  Heat  and  Ventilation  pushed  their  improvements  to 
a  rapid  completion.  (A  Report  on  which  see  page  51.) 
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The  success  of  this  improvement  is  so  marked,  that  it  threatens  to 
revolutionize  the  preconceived  idea  of  ventilation,  and  date  a  new  era  in 
this  most  important  subject.  Certain  it  is,  that  at  no  previous  date  was 
the  Hospital  in  such  perfect  condition  as  at  present. 

Notwithstanding  every  precaution,  about  the  middle  of  June  all  enteric 
disease  assumed  a  graver  form!  Diarrhoea  yielded  unsatisfactorily  to 
treatment,  and  Dysentery  became  virulent  to  a  degree  that  often  rapidly 
proved  fatal;  but  not  until  the  26th  of  July,  however,  was  the  presence 
of  Cholera  acknowledged  in  the  house.  At  this  time  a  woman  was 
admitted  suffering  from  violent  cramps  in  the  abdomen  and  calves  of  the 
legs,;  vomiting  and  purging,  with  a  blue  cold  skin  and  tendency  to  rapid 
collapse.  This  was  called  Cholera  by  the  physicians  under  whose  care 
she  came,  and  dates  the  advent  of  the  disease  to  the  Hospital. 

The  following  Table  briefly  illustrates  its  history  in  the  House  : —

By  the  above  table,  it  will  be  seen,  that  but  12  cases  originated  in  the 
Hospital  proper;  12  in  the  Men’s  Out-Wards,  and  not  a  single  case  in 
the  Children’s  Asylum  or  Women’s  Out-Wards;  that  42  cases  originated 
in  the  Insane  Department;  and  that  38  were  brought  from  the  street, 
making  a  total  of  104  cases.  Of  the  cases  brought  from  the  street,  several 
were  dead  at  the  time  of  arrival,  and  a  large  proportion  were  in  such 
profound  collapse  as  to  be  entirely  beyond  the  reach  of  medical  aid. 
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That  we  should  have  enjoyed  such  immunity  from  the  ravages  of  this 
terrible  disease,  is  clearly  ascribable  to  the  excellent  hygienic  condition  of 
the  Hospital,  which  condition  was  induced  not  only  by  the  most  rigid 
attention  to  cleanliness,  but  by  the  daily  introduction  for  two  hours  of 
heat.  First,  as  the  great  means  of  ventilation,  and  second,  to  break  up,  if 
possible,  any  atmospheric  influence  tending  to  generate  disease. 

To  the  early  establishment  by  your  Board  of  a  Cholera  Hospital, 
thereby  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  by  contagion,  or  demoralizing 
the  timid  by  its  continual  presence  in  the  Wards. 

By  the  free  use  of  sulphuric  acid  drink,  and  by  a  constant  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  physicians  and  nurses  always  to  attack  with  astringent 
mixtures,  opiates,  etc.,  any  premonitory  symptoms  of  the  disease. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  many  of  those  attacked  in  the  Insane  De¬ 
partment,  was  due  to  negligence  in  this  particular,  they  not  having  suffi¬ 
cient  sense  to  notify  the  nurse  during  this  stage  of  the  disease.  Certain 
it  is,  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  them  were  taken  during  the  night. 

Three  of  the  nurses  in  the  Cholera  Hospital  were  taken  while  on  duty, 
two  of  whom  died. 

After  this,  the  sulphuric  acid  drink  was  resorted  to  freely  by  the  re¬ 
maining  nurses,  and  apparently  with  entire  success — no  other  case  origi¬ 
nating  in  this  Ward  during  the  epidemic.  Whether  the  attack  of  the 
nurses  was  the  result  of  contagion  or  a  simple  concomitant,  it  is  impossible 
to  decide.

It  will  be  observed  by  this  Table,  that  the  disease  decreased  in  virulence 
from  the  date  of  its  introduction  to  its  disappearance  from  the  House ; 
also,  that  the  total  number  of  cases  treated  were  104;  the  number  of 
deaths  'll,  and  number  of  recoveries  33 — giving  an  average  of  68.26  as 
the  per  centage  of  mortality. 


*  A  full  Report  on  this  subject  has  been  prepared  for  record  by  Dr.  C.  W.  Munn. 
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I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your  Board  the  employment  of  paid  as¬ 
sistants  or  under  nurses.  First,  as  a  matter  of  gain  to  the  patients  and 
Second,  a  pecuniary  saving  to  the  Institution. 

The  present  system  employs  irresponsible  persons  whose  only  inducement 
to  hold  the  position  is  the  opportunity  it  affords  to  appropriate  food  and 
stimulants  intended  for  the  patients  under  their  care. 

Those  who  are  willing  to  remain  as  assistants  belong  to  that  dissolute 
class  who  are  unable  to  keep  out  of  the  House,  and  from  whom  we  can 
scarcely  expect  a  conscientious  discharge  of  duty. 

About  the  first  of  December  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  made  its  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  House,  assuming  an  epidemic  form.  Until  the  close  of  the  year 
twelve  cases  occurred,  four  of  which  proved  fatal.  An  accurate  record  of 
each  case  has  been  kept  and  will  be  recorded. 

Subjoined  is  a  report  of  Dr.  1).  H.  Agnew,  Curator,  also  a  list  of  cases 
of  which  a  record  has  been  kept  during  the  year.
